This year’s Country Fest chairman is Kim 
Toms, who said they will be recognizing 
“the courage of our police and fire 
departments and EMS. 

“Our main goal is to bring affordable 
family fun to the community. The festival 
is put on by the hardworking volunteers 
from the Sumpter Township Parks and 
Recreation Commission with support from 
township’s departments and members of 
the community,” Toms said. 

Proceeds from the festival help fund other 
events in the community. 

Grand Marshals 

e Sumpter Township Chief of Police is 
James Pierce, Jr. He was born in Detroit in 
1950 and has lived in Van Buren Township 
for the last 12 years. 

For the past 43 years he has been married 
to Dr. Regina Reed Pierce, who has a 
doctorate in Nursing. He has two sons and 
one is a law enforcement officer in Detroit. 
He has seven grandchildren and all his 
family resides in Michigan. 

He attended High School in Detroit 
and Los Angeles, CA. He has a Criminal 
Justice degree. 

Chief Pierce was employed by Michigan 
Bell Telephone Company 1968-70 and 
then entered the U.S. Navy and received 
an Honorable Discharge in 1971. He then

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Thomas Johnson takes 
10-year plea on federal 
firearm charges

On May 13, Thomas Michael Johnson of 
Van Buren Township pled guilty to federal 
firearms charges in the U.S. District Court 
in Detroit. 

In a plea agreement Johnson, 52, will 
do ten years in prison and avoid a career- 
criminal sentence of 30 years, said VBT 
Police Sgt. Charles Bazzy. 

Sheldon Brummette, the heroin dealer 
who bought the stolen firearm from 
Johnson, also took a ten-year plea. 

The Javon Ellis trial will begin on May 
28 at the U.S. District Court in Detroit. 
Ellis is looking at a minimum of 30 years 
to life if convicted as a career criminal, Sgt. 
Bazzy reported. 

Police say Ellis is the person who bought 
the stolen firearm from Brummette and 
was arrested by the Eastern Michigan 
University Police Department following a 
traffic stop, when the firearm and marijuana 
was found in his possession. 

The firearm in question was stolen in a 
home invasion on Old Michigan Avenue in 
Van Buren Township. 

Johnson was arrested April 4, 2012 and 
prosecuted by VBT police for his part in 
the break-ins in the Denton/Michigan 
Avenue neighborhoods. On June 7 Johnson 
was sentenced to one-year probation 
for possession of stolen property by 34" 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. Johnson had five convictions 
between 1979 and 1985 for breaking and 
entering, home invasion, and intent to 
commit larceny. 

On June 14, Johnson was a no-show for 
a pretrial exam on yet another case against 
him in 34* District Court Judge David 
Parrott’s courtroom. 

It turned that Johnson was in jail on a 
federal charge of a felon knowingly and 
unlawfully in possession of a firearm, in 
this case a Colt .45 pistol with a laser sight 
which had previously traveled in interstate 
and foreign commerce. 

At the time of his arrest he was in the 
company of two other felons: Brummette 
and Ellis, both of whom were listed as 
defendants in the federal case.

Belleville District 
Library Board hires 


marketing consultant

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board voted unanimously at its May 
14 meeting to hire Sue Kennedy of K2 
Communications Plus as an advisor for 
its marketing committee and to write a 
mission statement. 

Kennedy will help the board prioritize 
decisions on a new library facility. 

Board members Christina Brasil and 
Joseph Monte were absent from the 
meeting. 

Kennedy’s cost is $6,000, with about 
$5,000 for research and packaging of 
the results and $1,000 for “a facilitated 
workshop and full developed mission 
statement and core values.” 

Kennedy said the agreement assumes that 
the Belleville Area District Library Board 
will recruit/solicit participants for research 
activities and provide a facility for the 
workshop. 

Board Chairman Mary Jane Dawson 
asked if it would take about six to seven 
weeks and Kennedy said that was so, but 
she would need participation by the board 
and parts of the library staff. 

Kennedy, who has worked for the 
prize-winning Canton Public Library for 
six years, said her work would give the 
library board “solid groundwork to make 
decisions.” 

Kennedy said they need to set the kickoff 
meeting and Deputy Library Director Mary 
Jo Suchy said she would prefer to have that 
after June’s budget meeting. Kennedy said 
she is flexible. 

Library Director Deb Green said she 
wanted an initial meeting before the next 
month’s meeting and said the marketing 
committee could meet during Memorial 
Day week. 

An initial meeting with Kennedy was held 
with board members Mike Boelter, Elaine 
Guiterrez, John Juriga, and Green and 
Suchy, where they heard her presentation. 

The proposal approved covers the first 
two phases of the initially outlined project: 
Phase 1: Initial Assessment and Phase 2: 
BADL Foundation Setting Workshop. 

She said this proposal should serve as a 
starting point for discussion with the BADL 
marketing committee and the board. 

“As previously discussed, projects of this 
nature are scalable based on the desired 
scope and funding available,’ Kennedy 
wrote in a memo to the board. 

Kennedy said the research will be 
packaged so that the board can continue to 
utilize it for developing a strategic plan and 
prioritizing new facility decisions.

Landfill-gas-to- 
energy project 
moving ahead? 


It’s been many months since the Hoosier 
landfill-gas-to-electricity project on the 
Visteon property has been on any Van 
Buren Township agenda for action. There 
were those who hoped it had died and gone 
away. 

It didn’t. It’s alive and well and seeking 
the vacating of the head of the Post-Robson 
drain, where the project will be built. 

To get that part of the drain vacated, 
Wayne County needs a petition from the 
VBT Board of Trustees. Spicer Group, 
which works for the county (as well as the 
City of Belleville DDA) reportedly says 
this portion of Post-Robson is not required 
as a part of the Wayne County Drain 
system. VBT’s engineer from Wade Trim 
agrees. 

So, the VBT Board of Trustees discussed 
the drain at Monday’s work/study session. 
John Delaney, who for years has vigorously 
opposed the Hoosier project, spoke at 
length on the subject. Delaney said there is 
documented proof the applicant lied to the 
township, and the planning commission 
was misled so the commission misled the 
township board. He raised the question 
of drainage. Retired engineer Ernie Tozer 
spoke in detail on the drainage and offered 
to bring documents to the supervisor. She 
accepted his offer. Clerk Wright wanted 
to go out with the engineer and others 
to see the site. The item will be back for 
discussion and action in two weeks. 
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I got a call from Glenn Silvenis reminding 
me that Darrell Ibach DID get a Belleville 
High School diploma about eight years ago 
and he was very pleased to get it. 

Thanks for reminding me. I do remember 
that the school district had a special 
program for those who went to war or didn’t 
get a diploma for other reasons and I took 
Darrell’s picture after he got his diploma 
from the school board.

Answer: Yes! It is Public Act 96 passed in 
2008. Your second home you just purchased 
must be in Michigan. Your prior home must 
not be occupied. Your prior home should 
be listed for sale with a Realtor, the home 
cannot be leased or available for lease, and 
your prior property cannot be used for any 
business or commercial purpose. 

You can retain the additional homestead 

/ principal exemption for up to three years. 
You must file a form for retention of your 
principal residence at the assessor’s office 
in the municipality the prior home is. You 
will have to have a copy of the Realtor’s 
listing to substantiate the home is on the 
market. For each year the property is not 
sold you need to renew the exemption.

Court Watching 
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Judge Oakley sets guidelines 
for John Delaney’s jury trial

John Delaney’s jury trial is set for 9 a.m. 
Friday, May 24, before 34" District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley. 

Delaney was issued a misdemeanor 
ticket for disrupting a Van Buren Township 
board meeting after he was removed from 
a meeting by police on Sept. 18 at the order 
of Township Supervisor Paul White. 

Delaney, who says Van Buren Township 
is his legal address, hired a lawyer, pled 
not guilty, and demanded a jury trial on the 
ticket. 

On May 15, Judge Oakley ruled on a 
404(b) motion made Feb. 28 by Delaney’s 
attorney James Fifelski that would allow 
Delaney to show the jury video recordings 
he made of past VBT Board meetings. 

After an hour-long, private conversation 
off the record between Judge Oakley, 
attorney Fifelski and Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Ryan Lukiewski, 
Judge Oakley said in open court that he is 
willing to give the defense certain leeway. 

Oakley said he would allow the defense 
to reference two prior arrests of Delaney 
by Van Buren Township that did not result 
in convictions. 

Also the Sept. 18 videotape would be 
allowed, but no prior recordings. 

The defense can explore these incidents 
through two or three witnesses, allowing 
cross-examination to explore the alleged 
“disparate treatment of the client.” 

The prosecution will also have a cap of

three witnesses, but will be able to have 
rebuttal witnesses if necessary. 

Judge Oakley said he does not want a 
parade of witnesses at the jury trial, which 
he ruled will be no longer than one day. 

Fifelski said there are hundreds of hours 
of videos and Delaney’s arrest in 2011 is 
foundational in terms of the “differences 
between Mr. White and Mr. Delaney.” He 
argued that a seven-minute video made 
up of meetings leading up to the present 
charge is key to Delaney’s case. 

Assistant Prosecutor Lukiewski argued 
that the prior incidents should have no 
bearing. The video will be overboard and 
could be prejudicial, he said. 

Fifelski said the 2011 arrest is the first 
of several that shows differences in the 
individuals, “one in authority and one is a 
citizen in the township.” 

“I think we could stipulate that ... they 
didn’t see eye to eye and possibly had 
animosity,” Lukiewski said. 

Oakley said he would allow the incidents 
to be discussed during cross-examination, 
but no prior videos will be shown. 

“Im not going to allow video for 
anything prior to the meeting,” Judge 
Oakley stated. 

Judge Oakley said that any suggested 
instructions to the jury by the attorneys 
should be sent to him ahead of time. 

He asked the attorneys to be at court at 
8 a.m. on May 24 so all the preliminaries 
can be handled and will be out of the way 
so the jury trial can begin as scheduled at 
9am. 

Former VBT Supervisor Paul White was 
in the courtroom for the May 15 session. 

Delaney left the courtroom after the May 
15 session, loudly complaining about Judge 
Oakley’s decision not to hear his video 
recordings of incidents at VBT meetings. 
In the hallway outside Oakley’s courtroom 
he loudly stated he would be contacting the 
state to complain about Oakley. 

At the May 7 meeting of the VBT Board 
of Trustees, Supervisor Linda Combs 
called in police to stand by at the meeting 
after Delaney got into a loud argument with 
CeJay Marshall, disturbing the meeting. 
Nobody was arrested.

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City Council votes 
unanimously to vacate 
end of S. Liberty Street

The end of South Liberty Street by the 
tracks was vacated by the Belleville City 
Council by a unanimous vote during 
Monday’s regular meeting, making way for 
construction of a strip mall by Davenport 
Brothers. 

During a two-minute public hearing 
before the decision, Steve Davenport said 
his company bought the Amerman Lumber 
Yard [and residence] property a few years 
back and to develop the property they need 
to tie the two parcels together through the 
street. 

He said the strip mall they want to build 
will be constructed right across the present 
roadway. 

Mary Jane Dawson said she lives across 
the street from “what I call the Davenport 
property” and she and her husband support 
the project. 

Mike Renaud, a member of the planning 
commission, asked if there were costs to 
the city in vacating the roadway and Mayor 
Kerreen Conley said there were no costs. 

“Is the city getting anything in return, 
other than the development?” Renaud 
asked and Mayor Conley said the city was 
getting the development. 

Councilman Tom Smith made the 
motion seconded by Mayor Pro-Tem Jack 
Loria to vacate the portion of the public 
street between East Columbia Avenue 
and the rear lot lines of Lots 10 and 11 of 
Assessor’s Belleville Plat No. 2 subdivision 
(near the railroad tracks) and to file the 
resolution with the Wayne County Register 
of Deeds and State of Michigan Director 
of the Department of Energy, Labor and 
Economic Growth. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 


the council: 

e Set a public hearing for 7:30 p.m., June 
3 to consider the 2013-14 balanced general 
fund budget of $2,099,285, plus other 
city fund budgets. The council spent three 
hours on May 13 talking about the budget 
and making adjustments. Now, it’s ready 
for public comment and adoption. Raises 
in rates for water, sewer, and rubbish are 
under consideration; 

e Opened four bids for sanitary sewer 
cleaning and closed circuit television 
investigation of all the city sanitary 
sewers except those in Harbour Pointe and 
Victoria Commons subdivisions and under 
Main Street. The bids were turned over to 
the city administration and engineers for a 
recommendation to comeback to the council 
June 3. Bids were: Terra, $231,949.25; 
EQ, $151,786.15; Lake County Sewer Co., 
$190,211.55; and Metro Environmental 
Services, $104,183.75; 

e Opened five bids for the sidewalk gap 
program. Because the project is time- 
sensitive, the council turned over the bids 
to the administration and engineer and 
directed them to select the lowest qualified 
bidder and proceed with the project. Bids 
were: A. Land Construction, $58,559.50; 
Audia Construction (Milford), $68,850.20; 
Blue Ribbon (Romulus), $45,255; 
Davenport (Belleville), $59,440.50; and 
Hartwell Cement Co. (Oak Park), $64,451. 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said, 
if applicable, the local bidder incentive 
will be applied. The project, due to run 
June 10-30, will be to extend the existing 
sidewalk on the east side of Edgemont 
Street from Edgemont Elementary School 
south towards Robbe Ave. and continuing 
west along Robbe, including installation 
of ADA-compliant sidewalk crossings. 
Mayor Pro Tem Loria was concerned 
that this project might be impacted by the 
upcoming demolition of the Edgemont 
ECDC building;

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LDEA report: Inflated 
price of Visteon property 
caused bond problem

Van Buren Township Supervisor Linda 

Combs gave the VBT Local Development 
Finance Authority an update on legal 
matters concerning VBT bond payments 
for the Visteon project that the township 
will be unable to cover starting in 2016. 

At the May 14 LDFA meeting, 
Supervisor Combs said the inflated price 
of the property to sell the bonds in the 
beginning was too high and, “That’s why 
we are where we are.” 

She said her update was based on a phone 
conference she had with Kaveh Kashef, 
lead counsel from Clark Hill law firm. 

She said Clark Hill has merged with 
Thorp, Reed and Armstrong and the merger 
will bring another 320 attorneys to Clark 


Hill. 

Supervisor Combs said attorney Kashef 
assured her that VBT will have continuity of 
attorneys and will have the same attorneys 
working on this that the township has had 
from day one. 

Combs said she brought the concerns of 
LDFA member Doug Peters to attorney 
Kashef and Kashef said he will be 
furnishing the committee with bills to date 
and a summary of progress made. 

“The timeline is hard to predict because 
of the variables involved with getting 
responses from letters sent to people,” 
Combs said. “They are not targeting Ford in 
any of the litigation because it had nothing 
to do with the Visteon issue.” 

Combs continued with the update stating 
that Sovereign, which bought the property 
from Visteon, has no relationship with 
Ford, Visteon or GE. 

The refinancing issue is not a done 
deal yet so she said Kashef hesitated on 
commenting on the rate, the principal, or

the term. 

There is no legal malpractice action 
pending against VBT’s former attorney 
Richardo Kilpatrick about the Visteon 
bankruptcy deal because any case would 
be weaker and not possible, Combs said. 

As far as the inflated price to sell the 
bonds in the beginning, Combs said Kashef 
agreed with Peters that the appraisal was 
too high and “that’s why we are where we 
are.” 

Combs said Kashef agreed to meet with 
the LDFA in closed session on June 11. 

LDFA chairman Michael Dotson thanked 
Combs for the update and reminded her 
and the township that the timeframe is very 
crucial on this and that the LDFA hopes 
to move forward with all expeditiousness. 
Timing is of the essence with this, he 
emphasized. 

Combs said she wasn’t at liberty to discuss 
the timeline, but it will be discussed in the 
closed session. 

“Can we assume that the letter has still 
not gone out?”

“You want the agreement when the LDFA 
was originally formed, correct?” Combs 
asked and Peters replied, “That is correct. 
It is the agreement between LDFA and 
Visteon.” 


Editor’s Note: 2013 payments are 
due April 1 and Oct. 1 and will total 
$953,546.25. In October 2015 the interest 
rate increases from 4.25% to 5%. Until 
2016, bond payments are being made from 
the Visteon bankruptcy settlement. In 2016 
that money will be gone and the payment 
will more than double to $2,198,652.50. 
In 2032 the township will make the final 
bond payment of $3,050,000, bringing 
the total cost of the Visteon bonds to 
$55,988,988.07 on property that is not 
owned by the township. 


Belleville woman 
accused in stabbing sent 
to Circuit Court May 29

Sealisa Marie Jones, 43, of Belleville 
waived her right to a preliminary exam at 
34" District Court on May 15 and was bound 
over to circuit court on the information on the 
complaint and warrant. 

Judge David Parrott ordered her to appear 
at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit 
at 9 a.m. May 29. 

Jones is charged with Assault with a 
Dangerous Weapon (Felonious Assault) and 
Domestic Violence — Aggravated. 

Belleville Police said Jones stabbed her 
husband in the chest at about 10:30 p.m. 
April 11 at their home at 308 Oxford Court 
in Victoria Commons following an argument 
over finances. 

Her preliminary exam had been set for 
April 24, but at that session her attorney 
Todd Perkins said he had just received the 
discovery information that day and asked for 
an adjournment because he needed time to 
study it.

About 120 people in the U.S. die each year from extreme heat. 
Michigan averages about 4 heat related deaths each year. Heat 
deaths and injuries are usually underreported. 

Most heat related deaths occur in people’s homes and in people over 
the age of 40. 

Every location in Michigan has experienced 100 degree heat some- 
time in the past. 

Metro Detroit experiences about twelve 90+ degree days per year. 
Southern Lower Michigan experiences seven to twelve 90+ degrees 
days per year. 

Northern Lower Michigan and the Upper Peninsula experiences 
about five 90+ degree days per year. 

Warm nights with temperatures above 70° hinders the body’s ability 
to cool and creating even more heat stress for the next day. 


Excessive Heat Watch - Issued when the Heat Index (HI) may be at 
least 105° within the next 2 to 3 days. 

Heat Advisory — Issued when the HI is expected to be at least 100° 
for 3 hours or more. Can be issued with lower criteria with succes- 
sive days heat. 

Excessive Heat Warning — Issued when the HI is expected to be at 
least 105° for 3 hours or more. Can be issued with lower criteria with 
successive days heat.

Since the HI was devised 
for shady, light wind condi- 
tions, exposure to full sun- 
shine can increase HI val- 
ues by up to 15° F.
